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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE. 



The principle on which the compilation of this, the first Volume 
issued by the North Riding Record Society, has been made to depend 
is that of passing by no entry whatever found in the *' Minutes and 
Orders" made at the various Quarter Sessions comprised, without 
some notice, either in the way of a brief abstract or, in cases where 
the interest appeared to require it, of a literal copy, whether of the 
whole, or of such part as seemed to call for special attention. And 
the said principle was adopted in deference to the instructions of the 
Council of the Society which required a " complete Calendar Index '* 
of the contents of the Volumes of Records dealt with, " without any 
omissions." In this way it was thought the members of the Society 
would be best enabled to see what the nature of the various entries 
really was, and what the matter, and the character of the matter, avail- 
able in that particular portion of the Records preserved at Northaller- 
ton essentially were. The first Volume having been compiled on this 
principle, it is not proposed further to continue the publications of the 
Society on the same lines. For the future only the entries, whether of 
Minute or Order (so far as the series of Records at present in hand is 
concerned) which appear to possess an adequate amount or degree of 
interest will be dealt with in the way either of abstract, extract, or 
copy. The great bulk of the entries touching petty larcenies, common 
assaults, trifling robberies, and, in brief, minor offences generally, will 
be simply noted in the body, or at the close, of the Minutes as having 
been made matters of presentment by the different Pannells, so many 
of either kind, at each several Sessions. And in this way it is hoped 
that a sufficient notice of the contents of at least three times the bulk 
of what has been dealt with in the present Volume will be laid before 
the reader in this the second year of the Society's existence. 

In regard of the contents of the Volume now completed a few 
remarks by the Editor may perhaps be permitted, if not indeed 
assumec to be called for. They will, however, necessarily be brief

and limited to a few subjects out of the several involved in the various 
Minutes and Orders. 

And first as to Recusancy. It will be seen, by a reference to the 
Index, that on no less than twenty-five pages divers lists of persons 
presented as Popish Recusants are met with. But the most cursory 
observation will discover that, in many different cases, these lists are 
but repetitions, with more or less addition or deduction, of what has 
gone before. Not a few of the persons presented are presented six or 
eight times, and some of them even ten, or twelve times, if not 
oftener still So that, although in the aggregate the number of persons 
presented as Recusants seems to be considerable, it is in reality subject 
to very heavy deductions. 

If one could rely upon the sufficiency of the statistics afforded by 
these lists, the Wapentake of Rydale would appear to be the chief 
stronghold of the retainers of the older form of faith ; and it is at 
least worthy of passing notice that those places in the Wapentake of 
Langbargh which have, so long and so commonly, been regarded as 
places to which " the Reformation never penetrated " — specially Egton 
and Ugthorpe — do not figure in these Records as being chiefly, or 
even largely, occupied by Roman Catholics. Certainly presentments 
are met with of Recusants living in Egton and Egton Bridge ; but the 
name of Ugthorpe is not so much as mentioned in the Minutes spread- 
ing over the years 1605 to 161 2. 

But then it is not by any means certain that, while the Chief 
Constables of Rydale distinguished themselves by zeal in presenting 
the Recusants resident within that Wapentake, the persons under like 
authority in other Liberties or Divisions were by any means equally 
zealous. In fact there are indications in the body of the Minutes and 
Orders, and in divers places, which seem to point to a noticeable 
degree of remissness* in this particular ; and thus it is quite possible 
that, so far as the present Volume is concerned, the statistics in it 
touching the numerical proportion of Recusants among the total 
population of the North Riding may have to be regarded as marked 
by a very sensible degree of insufficiency. 

In the course of the second Volume, however, now in process of 
preparation, a period is arrived at in which another set of documents 
becomes available, which can hardly be spoken of in any sense as 
insufficient ; for there are among the other Records at Northallerton 
two volumes of Indictments of Recusants at the Quarter Sessions 
dating from 16 14 down to 1629 ; and from these the fullest particulars 
will be abundantly derived. 

But in writing thus the Editor is, and perhaps not altogether in-

directly, however unintentionally, suggesting a thought which cannot 
be far from the mind of any historical student with the following pages 
before him ; the thought, namely, that of all the many topics pre- 
sented for consideration or illustration in the glances afforded by these 
local memoranda of the condition and circumstances of the North 
Riding at the commencement of the seventeenth century, no one can 
be fairly or adequately dealt with until the Records of a longer space 
than only seven or eight years have been examined, and noted 
or abstracted; until more materials for forming a judgment and, 
perhaps, coming to some conclusion as to the social *and material state 
of the district, have been laid before the reader. 

And truly, so it is. Take, for instance, the item of what are called 
" times' prices," some seventy or seventy-five of which will be found 
spread over the whole extent of the volume, — twelve or fifteen of the 
value of sheep and lambs, nearly as many of the value of the horse, 
several of the value of different kinds of grain, others in which geese, 
fowls, moor-game, rabbits, eggs, salmon, and so forth are valued, as 
also oak and ash trees, articles of wearing apparel or household 
plenishing, iron chains, shackles, saddles, or the hke, — still, with all the 
interest attaching to such items, and the information they afford, one 
cannot but feel that it is imperfect When we find on one page two 
sheep valued at i2d., on another of the same date an ewe worth lod., 
and on others, a little before and a little after the said date, the value 
of the same animal varying from 2s. 6d. or 3s. to 5s., or even 6s., we 
feel that we want more data on which to found an induction as to the 
time's price of the sheep, or at least more precise information as to the 
considerations under which the estimated value was affixed. 

The same remark holds equally good in reference to the value of 
horses. Thus on one page we have a mare and foal set at j£sy ^uiother 
mare at 40s., a two-year-old entire colt at ;^5, and a third mare at 
40s., the saddle and bridle being worth 5s. But only three pages 
earlier a horse and a mare together are valued at 40s. 

In one entry conies are put at is. each, in another three are set 
down as worth the same sum. 

Three sheaves of rye in one place are estimated as worth id, whfle 
on the same page a stook (or twelve sheaves) is valued at 2s. 4d. 

Again, there are but very few entries such as a quarter of a peck of 
undressed wheat for 2d., a bushel of malted barley for i2d., a peck of 
barley-meal for 4d., a bushel of barley for 4d. ; and even these are 
deprived of some of the interest which belongs to them by the 
arbitrary scale of labourers' wages, fixed, as it was, at the discretion 
of the Justices under the authority of a special act of Parliament 

But yet again. It would be very easy by aid of the Index to

ascertain precisely how many ofTences of any given kind were dealt 
with in the Quarter Sessions held during the eight years and upwards 
over which the Minutes and Orders noted in the following pages are 
spread : — so many cases of bastardy, for instance, so many of assault 
and battery, so many of felony or of petty larceny, so many of brewing 
without license or keeping unlicensed alehouses, and the like. But 
before such statistics as these can be of any real practical value, of 
any more actual and instructive interest than the flint arrow-head picked 
up from the surface of the ploughed tield, or a curious fossil from a 
surburban * rockery,' it is altogether essential that another set of 
statistics should be ascertained and rendered available. What is meant 
is, that, given that the Justices in Quarter Sessions had to make orders 
in half a dozen affiliation cases, on the average, in the course of a 
year, no clue is given as to comparative sexual morality of the people 
unless we know what the population of the district embraced, actually 
or approximately, amounted to. And the same remark holds good, 
mutatis mutandis^ relatively to all the other offences mentioned above, 
besides many another neither specified nor indicated 

Similar, though not the same, considerations attach themselves to a 
class of entries or notices of a totally different character, but of by 
no means less interest or importance — namely, the presentments 
dealing with the nature as well as the state and condition of the 
highways and bridges. Here, it might be assumed, we might expect 
to have an amount of precise information, an array of practical data, 
which could not but be both valuable and available towards forming 
a clear idea of that class of facilities for locomotion. But in reality 
it is not so. Certainly the stone-flagged causeway comes repeatedly 
under notice as in many an instance forming or constituting the high- 
way or King's way or street or high-street commented oa So too 
does the mere footpath. But when we come to try and ascertain 
the precise meaning of the term * highway ' or * high-street,' even in 
districts such as that a few miles north of York, great vagueness, 
not to say entire obscurity, will be found to prevail. There is no 
reason whatever in these entries for assuming the existence of any 
better highways or roads than the rude, totally inartificial cart-tracks 
which may be found at this day on any part of the North Riding 
moorlands, and which, when they become too wheel-worn or weather- 
worn to be further practicable, are simply deserted for a fresh line 
close alongside, or at least as closely alongside as the nature of the 
adjacent surface will permit. 

So too with respect to the Bridges named. While we are made 
aware that many more than one or two of them were of no better 
material than wood, it is doubtful whether one in twenty was wide

enough to give passage to a modem cart, or other vehicle of the pre- 
sent day. If we take the case of Yarm Bridge, perhaps one of the 
most important in the whole list, while the merest inspection suffices to 
show that it has undergone the process of widening at two different 
times, a very little additional observation renders the narrowness of the 
earlier or mediaeval section of it singularly conspicuous. Moreover, 
out of five mediaeval bridges which existed at the beginning of the 
present century in the immediate district in which this is written (three 
of them being still extant), no one was suited to the exigencies of 
modem traffic until they had been widened by a material interference 
with the parapet of the original structure. Indeed, in the case of. one 
of them, the original parapet had been bodily removed, and replaced 
by wooden posts and rails. The dates of all these bridges seem to be 
relegated to some part of the fourteenth century* ; two of them to a 
very early part of it ; and there is reason to think that all of them had 
either fallen through wear and tear and decay, or had been taken down 
and rebuilt, some very considerable space of time before the widening 
above referred to took place. All of them were of one character ; 
singularly narrow, as has been noticed, and with very lofty or high- 
pitched arches, giving occasion to the local name for them of Bow 
bridges. All of them too were built alongside a ford or * wath,' and 
all of them were approached by the stone causeways which, it is matter 
of history, formed the only roads into divers parts of this district even 
so lately as a century ago, or but little more. But no part of all this 
is apparent from the entries in the Minute Books at present under 
hand.t The paved space or approach at either end of the bridge is 
specified in more than one entry, and in the Bridge Book an item 
occurs on account of the "leading of paving cobles," of course in 
connection with such paved approach or pavement 

On all hands then, so far as the topics thus suggested or adverted to, 
and others like them, are concerned, while it is apparent that we have 
a mass of most interesting and valuable information stored up in the 
Records from which the present Volume takes its origin, it must be 

* One, built over the river £sk at Sleights, from the testimony of a document in. 
the Whitby Chartulary, appears to have been constructed — the first permanent bridge 
in the district — quite early in the previous ^century, and beyond doubt was simply 
suited to the horse-traffic of the time. 

t More information, but still unsufficing, is to be gathered from the entries in the . 
Bridge Book. Thus in the memorandum of repairs of How Bridge (f. 38), pay- 
ments are recorded for " timber for making fower paires of Jewells and one odd 
Jewell," for "33 somers," (f. 44), for "blanke hordes, stoops and railes"; for 
"two pieces of timber to keep in the stones at both ends of the bridge," and so 
forth, from which it becomes apparent that wood entered largely into the construe* 
tion of at least some of the County Bridges at the time specified.

more than equally obvious that we are by no means yet in a position 
to draw precise inferences, or, much more, make out authoritative 
statements bearing on the general circumstances of the district, agricul- 
tural, commercial, political, or as to the condition and character of the 
inhabitants, socially, morally, or physically. Much more must yet be 
done before we can arrive at such a starting point, and that much 
more not only in the direction indicated by the present Volume but in 
other and collateral directions also, and those, some of them at least, 
such as to suggest the necessity of extraneous assistance.* 

Among other matters that may be briefly touched upon are the 
paucity of cases in which anything resembling a proceeding on account 
of alleged witchcraft, or anything assimilating with it, is met with, and 
the frequency of cases of personal insolence to this or that Justice, or 
of insolence to the assembled Bench or technical Contempt of Court. 
However unjustifiable, from one point of view, any or every such 
instance of ebullition may be, it seems impossible, with these Records 
before us, to doubt that there was but too often a very substantial basis 
for dissatisfaction, or a still stronger feeling, on the part of many who 
were brought into contact with individual Justices or the Bench at 
large. So many instances of illegal procedure, of high-handed in- 
justice, rather than summary justice, are recorded as mere matters of 
fact, publicly and unhesitatingly done, that it is easy to conceive the 
existence of cases, only too numerous, of hardship, injustice, oppression, 
or even persecution, suffered at the hands of the local ministers of 
justice. The public apology, mercilessly enforced maybe, and both 
in Court and in the Parish Church, the pitiless whipping, even of 
women, the discretionary power possessed by the Constable of punish- 
ing the habitual scold, the cucking-stool, — it being an indictable ofifence 
for a township to be without one ! — the stocks, the offender seated 
therein for three mortal hours in full market time, the liability to im- 
pressment for the King's service, both horse and man, — ^all these, and 
many more like, are features of the time, and will help to furnish forth 
the fuller notice of the social and physical aspect of the Riding which 

* In this connection it is open to the Editor to suggest that the custodians of the 
Parish Registers throughout the North Riding might render very important help 
towards the formation of a tolerably trustworthy estimate of the population of the 
Riding at or about the time when these Records commence. A form duly prepared 
might be circulated, in which should be tabulated the total number of children 
baptized, of couples married, and of persons buried during ten years commencing 
simultaneously with the Records ; and again similar returns might be made for ten 
consecutive years a quarter of a century later. From such data as would be afforded 
by such tables a little calculation would be successful in eliminating tolerably accu- 
rate returns as to the number of the population, and whether it was permanent, or 
on the increase, or the reverse.

will eventually become possible ^ith a closer and more lengthened 
investigation of the materials afforded by these old Records of the 
past 

It only remains* to add a few words touching the Index and the 
principle and mode of its compilation. With every effort to compress 
it within reasonable limits it has still assumed undue proportions. In 
compliance with the requisition of the Council, no personal name has 
been (otherwise than accidentally, if at all) omitted. On the contzazy, 
place names, where they only occur as those of the residences of this 
or that person presented, have been systematically omitted, as matters 
of no sensible interest. Special local names, and the names of places 
where notable incidents occur, are for the most part inserted. Where- 
cver an offence of any given kind, such as brewing without license, 
keeping an unlicensed alehouse, taking in an '^ undersettle, inmate or 
by-tenant," not giving in the names, ages, and pay of servants engaged 
or retained, &c — ^wherever any offence of these or other denomina- 
tions occurs, the page in which it occurs is noted in the Index, but not 
the number of times in which it occurs. For instance, in p. 93, there 
are three cases of " default of bowe and arrowes," nine of " breaking 
the assise of ale," seven of " erecting or contynuing a cottage contrary 
to the Statute," three of " suffering play at cardes," but the reference 
in the Index merely indicates that an instance (or instances) of each 
such offence occurs (or occur) in the specified page. On the same 
principle, the names of the residences of the several Jurors (except 
when two or more of the same name occur) are not printed, economy 
of space in an Index that, with all possible efforts at compression, takes 
up nearly three sheets and a half out of the twenty-one sheets the book 
consists of, to the utmost allowable degree, being obviously imperative. 

• The words of Philolc^cal interest which occur, and the notes upon them by the 
Editor, must speak for themselves ; and by grouping them together, all under one 
head in the Index, reference to them is greatly facilitated. Either from the purely 
Philological point of view, or from the more special Glossarial point, the interest of 
not a few of the words or phrases noted is instantly seen to be very great. Two or 
three of them even seem never before to have been recorded in any collection of 
words as English vocables, or forms of vocables. Such are, for instance, ** waver-

It was alleged that James had permitted the 
most severe of the penal laws against the Roman Catholics to fall into disuse, that he 
had connived at the celebration of the mass in private families, and had not, as 
required by the law, expelled all priests and missionaries from England. He, there- 
fore, adopted a new line. Inter alia^ a proclamation appeared renewing the legal fine 
of ;f 20 per month upon all Recusants, and even claiming arrears of the same ; 
greater severity in their persecution was shown than of old, and, as Green states 
(Short History, p. 463), "six thousand Catholics were presented as Recusants in one 
j-ear." Entries illustrative of the fine of ;f 20 a month will be found a few pages 
farther on.

Under such circumstances the swine-herd, and the goat-herd especially, were an 
absolute necessity; and the shepherd, the cow-herd, the neat-herd, and even the 
goose-herd (gozzard), were persons with very precise and well-defined duties to 
fnliil.

* The apparent derivation of this name seems to be worthy of such reference as 
may be given in a note. Mr. Lower states that there was a family of Reay or Ray 
in Cumberland from the time of William the Lion, King of Scotland, who died in 
1 214 ; and after mentioning the usual mythical or legendary matters connected with 
the name, he goes on to say—** From these Reays have sprung most, if not all, the 
Rays, Wreys, and Wrays of England." He adds that '*John Ray, the naturalist, 
originally wrote himself Wray,*' and his ancestors, originally Cumberland people, 
** spelt their name indifferently Wray orWrey." Then follows more of the myth« 
making the name to depend upon A. S. ra, a roe, ** from the sobriquet of William 
the Lion*s fleet-footed vassal " ! It is in this way that guesses and fables are made to 
do what investigation and knowledge alone can do. In the list of names given in 
the record of the payment of the Fifteenth collected in the North Riding in 1 302 
(to which reference has already been made), to mention but a few instances, there is 
a Roger in le Wra at Whorl ton, a Walter del Wra at Marske, a Richard in le Wra 
at Ayton, a Richard Wrowe at Bamby, a Tho, Ray at Ormesby, a Rob. in le Wra 
at Thoiganby, a William in le Wra at Skelton near York, and a Bartholomew in le 
Wra at Cawton. These instances occur in the lists given in three only of the 
wapentakes, and summarily dispose of Mr. Lower*s statement that nearly all the 
Wmys, Rays, &c., sprang from a Cumberland Reay of 1214, and that his name 
originated in his nickname of ra or roe, given him in consequence of his fleetness. 
The real origin of the name, a very common one in Yorkshire in 1302 as is evident, 
is in the word wra, and the word wra is simply the O. N. rd, originally z/ra [Dan. 
z/raa, Swed. vrd], a comer, nook, a word which lends itself as a suffix in not a few 
old North Yorkshire local names (as Eskouwra or Hescouwra in the parish of 
Oswaldkirk, Gildhuswra in Kirkby Wiske, Swindalewra at Moorsom, &c., &c.). And 
what is sufficiently interesting in the same connection is that in the aforesaid list of 
names we have what may be styled translations of the same name. Thus in Kirkby 
Moreside there was a Will in le hime (A. S. Aymf, a comer), while in yet another 
instance the Latin in anguh is substituted for the usual in le wra^ The forms Gay, 
Wrowe given above show, as in so many other instances in the same lists, the com- 
pleted change from the descriptive in le wra, or del wra, to the accepted personal 
> name, the article having been already entirely dropped.
